Paul Chalifoux Speaks 


Agriculture Policy of the Liberals 


The following policies 
have been put forward by 
Prime Minister Pierre Ell- 
fott Trudeau and the Hon, 
Joe Greene, Minister of 
Agriculture during the cam- 
paign, I am summarizing 
and re-stating them for your 
convenience, 

1) Set an objective of ex- 
porting 1,3 billion bushels of 
Canadian Wheat over the 
next three years, To achieve 
this objective, the govern- 
ment will assist the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board by: 

(a) Re-assessing our foreign 
policy, with an eye to 
improving our diploma- 
tic and trade relations 
with prospective custo- 
mers, 

(b) Reviewing and amending 
our foreign policy, with 
an eye to improving our 
diplomatic and trade re- 
lations with prospective 
customers, 

(c) Extending our food ald 
program to the hungry 
nations of the world, We

2) To develop, along with
